Call  to  Order 


The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  5: 1 5  p.m.  by  Vice  Chair  Edwin  L.  Berkowitz,  a 
quorum  being  present. 
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2.  Approval  of  Minutes 

Minutes  from  the  November  26,  2001  Full  Commission  Meeting  were  approved  as 
written. 

3 .  D  i  recto  r '  s  Re  port 

Director  Emily  J.  Sano  reported  that  the  holidays  at  the  M  useum  had  been  unusually  quiet 
with  the  Museum  being  closed  to  the  public  and  therefore  the  cancellation  of  the  annual, 
Japanese,  bell  ringing  ceremony.  Noting  a  $25,000  grant  from  the  Takahashi's  to  rebuild  the 
belfry ,  she  mentioned  an  idea  to  hold  next  year's  ceremony  at  City  Halt  since  the  New 
Asian  would  not  be  open  to  the  public  until  January  22nd.  Emily  talked  about  her  recent 
travels  to  Taiwan,  Korea  Thailand,  Cambodia  and  Japan.  She  called  on  Forrest  McGill  who 
reported  on  the  Jade  Circle's  recent  trip  to  Thailand.  During  Emily  *s  Japan  visit  she 
examined  the  Museum's  tea  housethat  was  under  construction  and  she  presented  a  few 
slides  to  the  board.  Regarding  future  travel,  she  reported  atrip  in  February  to  Honolulu 
where  she  has  been  asked  to  serve  on  a  panel  to  discuss  the  presentation  of  exotic  art  to  the 
American  public,  and  an  all  expense  paid  trip  in  May  to  Bali  to  serve  on  a  panel  of  judges  for 
a  show  of  contemporary  Asian  art.  She  reviewed  a  number  of  newspaper  articles  which  had 
been  included  in  the  board  packet,  noting  very  favorable  press  for  the  M  useum.  Emily 
called  on  Ikuko  Satoda  who  reported  on  the  results  of  operating  the  Museum  Store  in 
conjunction  with  an  exhibition  presented  by  the  Presidio  Trust  of  Meiji  era  woodblock 
prints  at  the  Presidio  Officer's  Club,  noting  income  had  netted  approximately  $36,000 
and  that  40  Museum  memberships  were  sold. 

Emily  welcomed  the  Museum's  new  Director  of  Marketing  and  Communications,  Ralph 
Rogers,  and  asked  him  to  present  an  overview  of  how  he  envisions  marketing  to  take 
place  at  the  Museum.  In  his  presentation,  Ralph  talked  about  his  personal  and 
professional  background,  his  view  of  the  opportunities  and  challenges  ahead,  and  his  plan 
of  action.  In  closing,  Ralph  urged  board  members  to  help  him  learn  about  the  Museum,  to 
give  him  input  and  feedback,  and  to  participate  in  his  Marketing  101  session  that  he 
proposes  to  conduct  for  the  Board  later  in  the  year. 

4.  Asian  Art  Museum  Foundation  Report 

Development  Committee  Chair  Maura  Morey  distributed  the  Development  Report  of 
Contributions  and  Written  Pledges  reflecting  that  $2,370,000  or  81%  of  the  $3  million 
goal  had  been  raised  to  date,  and  she  also  noted  that  since  the  report  was  prepared, 
additional  contributions  of  $1 80,000  had  raised  the  percentage  to  86%.  Maura  stated  that 
in  the  course  of  adjusting  project  figures,  the  Interim  Plan  budget  was  moved  to  the 
Operating  budget,  which  was  offset  by  $490,000  from  the  Joan  McCauley  Estate.  She 
gave  special  thanks  for  year-end  gifts  from  Cordell  Hull,  the  Takahashi  Foundation,  Peg 
and  George  Haldeman,  Joan  and  Bill  Larkin,  Citibank,  Eva  Benson  Buck  Trusts,  and  the 
California  Arts  Council.  Maura  announced  that  CFO  Ikuko  Satoda  had  generated  over 
$28,000  by  sending  a  year-end  letter  to  Museum  members,  and  that  the  membership 
program  was  doing  better  than  had  been  anticipated,  a  sign  of  the  Bay  Area's  anticipation 
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for  the  opening  of  the  New  Asian.  She  thanked  the  Avery  Brundage  Circle's  12  members 
for  their  support  in  donating  $25,000  for  membership.  Maura  announced  that  Trustee 
participation  in  the  annual  fund  had  reach  48%  and  that  she  looked  forward  hearing  from 
those  who  had  note  yet  made  their  gift.  Maura  thanked  Joan  Vinson.  Gorretti  Lui  and 
Diana  Chace  for  their  work  on  Arts  of  Pacific  Asia  which  was  scheduled  to  take  place 
that  Thursday  evening  with  gross  income  to  date  of  $233,957.  Other  upcoming  events 
noted  were  the  Annual  Connoisseurs'  Council  Dinner  at  the  Pacific  Union  Club  on 
February  12n  and  the  Museum's  first  bi-annual  Encounter  Asia  event  co-chaired  by  Judy 
Wilbur  and  David  Lei. 

In  closing.  Maura  noted  that  in  addition  to  the  great  pride  felt  about  building  the  New 
Asian  at  Civic  Center,  that  the  institution  building  that  Emily  Sano  has  done  by 
assembling  a  great  Senior  Management  Team  has  been  as  important  as  bricks  and  mortar. 

Emily  Sano  gave  the  Capital  Campaign  Report  on  behalf  of  New  Asian  Project 
Committee  Chair  Judy  Wilbur  reporting  $147.6  million  had  been  raised  to  date  for  phase  I 
of  the  capital  campaign.  She  thanked  Akiko  Yamazaki  and  Jerry  Yang  for  their  generous 
pledge  of  $  1  million,  and  Atsuhiko  Tateuchi  and  Ina  Godwin  Tateuchi  for  their  gift  of  $2 
million.  Emily  reported  that  the  first  two  public  mailings  continued  to  bring  in  gifts  and 
that  combined  they  totaled  nearly  $1  million.  She  noted  Marjorie  Bissinger  had  presented 
a  challenge  grant  of  $100,000  which  will  be  announced  to  the  public  in  late  February. 
Additionally,  she  noted  two  other  challenges  would  be  launched  in  the  first  quarter  of 
2002  -  a  $100,000,  three-to-one  challenge  by  the  Society  for  Asian  Art.  and  a  51% 
participation  challenge  from  the  Museum's  Docent  Council.  Referencing  the  November 
board  meeting  where  an  appeal  was  made  to  board  members  to  consider  increasing  their 
gifts  to  the  campaign,  she  noted  a  number  of  board  members  had  generously  done  so  w  ith 
increases  totaling  $1 .5  million  to  date.  She  urged  those  who  have  not  increased  their 
pledge  to  please  consider  doing  so. 

5.  Finance  Report 

Treasurer  Mr.  Glenn  Vinson.  Jr.  distributed  the  operating  results  and  the  New  Asian 
project  budget  (phase  I)  for  the  six  months  ended  December  3 1 ,  200 1 .  He  noted 
operations  were  where  predicted  and  that  building  projections  were  in  line  as  well. 

6.  Consideration  and  Possible  Action  Items 

a.        Resolution  of  Appreciation  to  James  M.  Gerstley  and  Appointment  as 
Commissioner  Emeritus 

WHEREAS,  December  31,  2001  marked  the  resignation  of  James  M.  Gerstley  from  the 
Asian  Art  Commission  and  Asian  Art  Museum  Foundation,  after  32  years  of  leadership 
and  public  service;  and 

WHEREAS,  Throughout  those  years,  the  Asian  Art  Museum  and  the  City  and  Count) 
of  San  Francisco  (CCSF)  benefited  markedly  from  his  initiative,  business  skills,  personal 
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warmth  and  humanity  as  he  worked  to  advance  the  mission  of  the  Museum;  and 

WHEREAS,  From  the  Commission's  inception  in  1969  through  his  days  in  post 
retirement,  Jim  Gerstley,  in  support  of  the  Museum's  mission  to  promote  Asian  art,  has 
worked  tirelessly  to  secure  the  financial  future  of  the  Museum  through  contacts, 
persuasion,  and  visionary  recognition  of  the  fiscal  needs  and  responsibilities  of  the 
Museum  and  the  CCSF;  and 

WHEREAS,  Outstanding  among  his  efforts  was  his  work  in  1969  with  George  F.  Jewett, 
Jr.  to  raise  $3  million  over  three  years  as  contracted  with  Avery  Brundage  to  secure  the 
collection  for  San  Francisco,  as  well  as  his  foresight  in  initiating  an  endowment  to 
supplement  operating  funds  received  from  the  CCSF;  and 

WHEREAS,  His  perception  in  recognizing  that  important  international  exhibitions  would 
raise  the  profile  of  our  institution,  bringing  in  visitors  and  income,  led  to  his  establishment 
of  the  James  M.  Gerstley  International  Exhibitions  Endowment  Fund  to  support  travel 
and  research  efforts  for  future  exhibitions,  which  he  hopes  will  continue  to  grow  through 
future  donations;  and 

WHEREAS,  Over  the  years,  admiration  of  Mr.  Gerstley  has  inspired  numerous  gifts  to 
the  Museum  on  his  behalf  as  was  observed  in  1997  when,  on  the  occasion  of  his  90th 
birthday,  the  Museum  was  honored  with  a  grant  for  the  capital  campaign  in  the  name  of 
Elizabeth  and  James  M.  Gerstley  by  the  Columbia  Foundation  and  the  Madeleine  H. 
Russell  Fund  of  the  Columbia  Foundation  in  recognition  of  his  long-term  volunteer 
leadership  of  the  Asian  Art  Museum.  This  major  gift  has  established  the  Elizabeth  and 
James  M.  Gerstley  Qing  Dynasty  Palace  Room  in  the  Chinese  Suite  of  Galleries  in  the 
New  Asian;  and 

WHEREAS,  Mr.  Gerstley's  leadership  positions  within  the  Museum  have  included 
service  as  the  Foundation's  first  Vice  Chairman  and  Treasurer,  as  well  as  his  chairmanship 
of  the  Commission  from  1971  to  1 973,  his  chairmanship  of  the  Foundation  from  1 984  to 
1989  and  his  tenure  as  Vice  Chair  and  Vice  President  of  the  Commission  and  Foundation, 
respectively,  from  1988  and  1991  until  his  retirement;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  James  M.  Gerstley,  born  in  England  and  educated  at  Cambridge 
University,  took  up  residence  in  the  SF  Bay  area  in  1930  where  his  family  had  roots  going 
back  as  far  as  his  great  grandfather.  He  became  a  naturalized  US  citizen  in  1939  and 
pursued  a  successful  career  in  business,  rising  to  the  position  of  Chief  Executive  and 
President  of  the  United  States  Borax  &  Chemical  Corporation.  A  loving  husband,  father, 
and  benevolent  human  being,  the  Museum  hereby  recognizes  and  commends  him  for  his 
32  years  of  outstanding  service  to  the  Asian  Art  Commission  and  Asian  Art  Museum 
Foundation;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  members  of  the  Asian  Art  Commission  wish  to 
express  their  deepest  gratitude  and  respect  for  James  M.  Gerstley's  immeasurable  service 
and  example  on  behalf  of  the  Commission,  Foundation,  Museum  and  the  City  and 
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County  of  San  Francisco,  and  for  the  generosity  and  friendship  he  and  his  best  supporter, 
his  wife,  Elizabeth  Lilienthal  Gerstley,  have  so  freely  shared  with  the  Museum  for  so 
many  years;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  in  grateful  acknowledgement  of  his  loyal  support  and 
pioneering  leadership,  Mr.  James  M.  Gerstley  is  hereby  named  Commissioner  Emeritus 
of  the  Asian  Art  Commission.

A  representative  of  the  Asian  Art  Museum  should  courier  the  objects(s)  while  in 
transit  and  be  present  during  installation  and  de-installation. 

2.  Relative  Humidity  must  be  maintained  between  50-60%  and  the  temperature 
between  65-75°  at  all  times  during  storage  and  installation. 

3.  The  objects  must  travel  directly  by  air. 

4.  The  Birmingham  Museum  of  Art  will  insure  the  objects  from  nail-to  nail.  They 
will  provide  a  Certificate  of  Insurance  naming  the  AAMSF  as  additional  insured.

1.  Call  to  Order 

Themeetingwas  called  to  order  at  1 :05  p.m.  by  Chair  Johnson  S.  Bogart,  a  quorum  being 
present. 

2.  Approval  of  Minutes 

The  M  inutes  from  the  October  29,  2001  Executive  Committee  M  eeting  were  approved  as 
written. 

3.  Director's  Report 

Director  Emily  J.  Sano  expressed  gratitude  to  Joan  Lee  Vinson,  Gorretti  Lo  Lui  and  Diana 
Kortlyn  Chace  for  their  service  as  event  chairs  for  the  successful  Gala  Preview  Opening 
of  the  San  Francisco  Arts  of  Pacific  Asia  Show  held  on  January  3 1st.  She  talked  about 
recent  travels  to  Honolulu,  for  a  meeting  of  the  American  Association  of  M  useum 
Directors,  and  to  the  Central  Valley  where  she  viewed  the  Asian's  loan  of  jades  and  Chao 
Shao-an  paintings  at  the  Fresno  M  etropolitan  M  useum  and  made  a  side  trip  to  the  Clark 
Center  in  Han  ford.  Emily  stated  that  institutional  objectives  had  been  prepared  as  guidelines 
for  staff  to  utilize  in  the  budget  planning  process.  She  reminded  everyone  to  vote  in  the 
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upcoming  March  election  and  to  support  Proposition  40,  a  statewide  initiative  containing 
$267  million  for  capital  projects  for  cultural  institutions.  Emily  announced  that  the 
Museum  was  nearingthe  end  of  negotiations  for  theCotsen  basket  collection  and  that  the 
attorneys  were  fine  tuning  the  contract.  She  called  on  Forrest  McGill  for  an  updateon  the 
Doris  Duke  Foundation's  collection  of  Southeast  Asian  art  of  which  the  Asian  would  be  a 
recipient,  along  with  the  Walters  Art  Gallery  in  Baltimore.  Along  the  same  vein,  Emily 
spoke  about  a  possible  gjft  of  20  pieces  of  Japanese  lacquer  which  she  had  learned  about 
that  week.  She  called  on  Jim  Killoran  to  give  a  report  on  the  de  Young's  demolit ion  plans, 
their  proposed  timeline  and  an  assessment  of  the  impact  on  the  Asian.  Emily  announced  a 
new  member  orientation  coming  up  on  March  4th.  With  regard  to  security  procedures  and 
building  access,  Emily  began  a  discussion  about  recent  ongoing  communications  with  Chief 
Curator  Emeritus  Clarence  Shangraw  regardinghis  desire  to  continue  to  access  the  buildingto 
utilize  the  library,  art  storage  and  the  conservation  lab.  Distributed  for  reference  purposes 
were  cop  ies  of  a  M  arch  5,  1 992  letter  from  then  Director  Rand  Castile  to  M  r.  Shangraw 
honoring  him  with  the  emeritus  title  and  granting  him  building  access  "subject  to  such  terms 
and  conditions  as  the  Director  shall  find  to  be  in  the  best  interests  of  the  Asian  Art 
Museum.*'  and  a  February  22,  2002  letter  from  Director  Emily  Sanoto  Mr.  Shangraw 
communicating  the  new  procedures  he  would  be  asked  to  follow.  Emily  asked  Mr. 
Shangraw  if  he  would  like  to  speak  and  he  expressed  his  appreciation  for  being  invited  to  do 
so.  Mr.  Shangraw  exp  lained  his  feeling  that  he  should  continue  to  be  allowed  to  freely  access 
the  building  as  current  employees  do.  A  discussion  was  held  and  it  was  suggested  that  M  r. 
Shangraw  work  within  the  newly  placed  guidelines. 

4.       Asian  Art  Museum  Foundation  Report 

Development  Committee  Chair  Maura  Morey  distributed  the  Development  Report  of 
Contributions  and  Written  Pledges  reflecting  $2,687,933  or  91%  of  the  $3  million  goal 
raised  to  date,  and  she  also  noted  that  since  the  report's  preparation,  additional 
contributions  of  $46,000  raised  the  percentage  to  93%.  She  stated  that  although  93%  of 
goal  had  been  raised,  an  additional  $700,000  was  needed  to  cover  the  portion  of  the 
Interim  Plan  that  was  reallocated  to  the  Operating  budget  from  the  New  Asian  budget 
earlier  in  the  year  -  a  modified  goal  of  $3,434,000.  With  regard  to  the  annual  fund,  Maura 
thanked  those  who  had  given  and  encouraged  the  54%  of  Commissioners  and  Trustees 
who  had  not  yet  given  to  please  do  so,  noting  a  second  reminder  letter  from  her  would  be 
going  out  in  the  coming  week.  With  the  drop  in  earned  revenue  due  to  the  closing  of  the 
Museum  in  October,  Maura  noted  that  the  burden  placed  on  the  board  was  far  greater  and 
she  encourage  everyone  to  consider  increasing  their  gifts,  pointing  out  that  the  Museum's 
average  board  gift  had  reached  $14,000.  As  had  Emily,  Maura  also  expressed 
appreciation  to  the  leadership  team  chairing  the  APA  Gala,  noting  1,000  guests  had 
attended  and  $150,000  was  netted.  She  pointed  out  that  this  was  Joan  Vinson's  fifth 
year  of  involvement  with  the  Gala  and  that  the  Museum  was  especially  indebted  to  her 
for  bringing  the  event  to  its  level  of  success.  Noting  the  opening  of  the  New  Asian  was 
only  ten  months  away,  Maura  announced  that  a  new  Manager  of  Corporate  Relations,  Jill 
Linwood,  had  been  hired  and  would  be  working  to  identify  and  secure  corporate  sponsors 
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for  the  Opening  and  the  Inaugural  Season.  With  regard  to  membership,  she  noted  the 
direct  mail  firm  NPO  had  been  engaged  to  assist  with  six  direct  mail  and  telephone 
campaigns  in  the  next  year  that  would  target  800,000  households  and  was  projected  to 
help  increase  the  membership  base  from  the  current  8.900  to  20,000  in  the  first  year  of 
operation.  In  closing.  Maura  expressed  her  gratitude  to  Vickie  Johnston  and  Mona 
Wilson  for  the  elegant  Connoisseurs'  Council  Dinner  at  the  Pacific  Union  Club  on 
February  12n  and  her  appreciation  to  everyone  who  attended. 

New  Asian  Project  Committee  Chair  Judy  Wilbur  reported  $147.7  million,  or  92%  of 
goal,  had  been  raised  to  date  for  phase  I  of  the  capital  campaign  and  noted  $7  million  in 
proposals  were  pending.  With  the  opening  of  the  New  Asian  only  ten  months  away,  and 
because  of  the  magnitude  of  the  opening,  Judy  noted  meetings  with  an  event  management 
and  production  services  company  had  been  held,  as  well  as  discussions  with  Dianne 
Feinstein  and  George  Shultz  regarding  the  attendance  of  special  dignitaries.  She  said  work 
on  the  opening  began  with  the  creation  of  Encounter  Asia,  the  Museum's  new  bi-annual 
event  which  would  be  co-chaired  by  her  and  David  Lei  and  would  take  place  on  April  27 
at  City  Hall.  Noting  the  success  of  the  small  house  parties  that  various  board  members 
have  been  hosting  in  recent  months  to  spread  the  word  about  he  New  Asian,  Judy 
announced  that  Maura  Morey  would  be  hosting  one  that  Thursday  and  encouraged  others 
to  participate  as  hosts  and  attendees.  In  closing,  Judy  distributed  a  list  of  upcoming  New 
Asian  tour  dates  and  encouraged  people  to  sign-up  and  to  bring  people  along. 

5.  Financial  Report 

Treasurer  M.  Glenn  Vinson,  Jr.  commented  that  this  year's  APA  Opening  Gala 
attendance  figures  were  as  high  as  he  thought  they  should  be  in  order  to  avoid 
overcrowding  and  that  he  would  advocate  raising  the  price  next  year.  Mr.  Vinson 
distributed  the  operating  results  and  the  New  Asian  project  budget  (phase  I)  for  the 
month  ended  January  3 1 .  2002,  noting  everything  was  going  along  as  projected.  He 
reported  that  the  Museum's  proposal  for  the  city  budget  had  been  submitted  and  that  it 
would  go  before  the  Board  of  Supervisors  at  the  end  of  March.

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  1 :15  p.m.  by  Chair  Johnson  S.  Bogart,  a  quorum  being 
present.

She 
called  the  Trustees'  attention  to  the  draft  ethics  statement  form  in  the  meeting  materials, 
noting  the  Foundation  hoped  to  adopt  a  format  its  May  meeting  and,  after  discussions, 
requested  Trustees  submit  changes  and/or  comments  to  Emily  at  their  earliest  convenience. 
Ikuko  and  Forrest  M  cGill  reported  on  the  progress  of  negotiations  regarding  the  Cot  sen 
collection  and  Duke  collection  gifts,  respectively. 
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4.  Asian  Art  Museum  Foundation  Report 

Development  Committee  Chair  Maura  Morey  distributed  the  Development  Report  of 
Contributions  and  Written  Pledges  reflecting  $3,100,382  of  the  $3.4  million  goal  raised  to 
date  and  noted  $719,034  of  that  was  from  Trustee  contributions.  She  thanked  those  who 
had  made  their  annual  fund  contribution  and  encouraged  those  who  had  not  to  please  do 
so.  Maura  delivered  good  news  that  the  museum  would  be  recipients  of  a  prestigious 
NEH  grant  in  the  amount  of  $603,000  for  the  storage  plan  for  the  New  Aisan  and 
expressed  appreciation  to  Nancy  Kirkpatrick,  Jennifer  Kennedy  and  Donna  Strahan  for 
their  exemplary  work  and  contributions. 

New  Asian  Project  Committee  Chair  Judy  Wilbur  reported  approximately  $150  million 
raised  to  date  for  phase  I  of  the  capital  campaign.  She  mentioned  notable  contributions 
since  the  last  meeting,  including  $500,000  from  Helen  and  Raj  Desai  for  the  New  Asian 
East  Indian  Gallery,  the  completion  of  the  Society  for  Asian  Art's  three  to  one  challenge 
grant  in  the  amount  of  $300,000,  and  a  $100,000  challenge  grant  from  Marjorie  Bissinger. 
Judy  talked  about  the  need  to  stick  to  the  opening  date,  since  save  the  date  cards  would 
need  to  be  sent  out  soon  and  VIPs  would  need  to  schedule  their  calendars.  Judy  gave  an 
overview  of  what  to  expect  at  Encounter  Asia,  noting  that  of  the  1 100  responses  to  date, 
400  were  for  the  Patron's  dinner,  200  for  Monsoon  and  the  balance  were  for  the  tent. 
Co-Chair  David  Lei  talked  about  the  various  performers  and  food  vendors  scheduled  to 
participate.

Call  to  Order 


The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  12:25  p.m.  by  Vice  Chair  Doris  Shoong  Lee,  a  quorum 
being  present. 


2.        Approval  of  Minutes 


Minutes  from  the  April  22,  2002  Executive  Committee  Meeting  were  approved  as  written. 


3.        Director's  Report 


Director  Emily  J.  Sano  called  attention  to  the  recent  issue  of  Treasures  magazine  and  an 
article  she  wrote  entitled,  "Forging  New  Directions:  Contemporary  Art  at  the  Asian  Art 
Museum."  Emily  displayed  various  Museum  products  produced  by  Pomegranate  Press  that 
are  sold  in  specialty  shops  around  the  country  that  will  also  be  sold  at  the  Museum  Store. 
Exhibitions  &  Publications  Committee  Chair  David  Lei  gave  a  brief  update  on  the  first 
special  exhibition  planned  for  the  New  Asian  in  October  2003  with  a  working  title  of  "Arts 
of  the  Goryeo  Dynasty.''  Emily  reported  on  the  August  14th  meeting  of  the  chair's  ad  hoc 
committee  to  discuss  issues  concerning  a  monthly  free  day  at  the  New  Asian  and  noted  that 
the  group  had  confirmed  the  need  to  continue  with  past  practice.  She  said  the  subject  of 
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possible  security  issues  with  regard  to  the  dining  terrace  had  come  up  at  that  meeting,  and 
she  called  upon  Project  Director  Jim  Killoran  who  led  a  discussion  on  possible  solutions.  In 
closing,  Emily  called  upon  Director  of  Marketing  Ralph  Rogers  for  a  presentation  on  his 
work  with  Landis  Communications  and  other  another  consultant  to  produce  the  branding 
package  for  the  Museum  which  will  not  only  be  the  basis  for  all  of  the  public  relations 
efforts  for  the  launch  but  will  also  be  the  consistent  manner  in  which  we  present  the  Museum 
to  the  world. 

4.        Asian  Art  Museum  Foundation  Report 

Development  Committee  Chair  Maura  Morey  participated  by  conference  call,  so 
Development  Director  J  Mullineaux  provided  the  Development  report.  J  distributed  the 
report  of  contributions  and  written  pledges  for  the  annual  fund  which,  one  month  into  the 
fiscal  year,  reflected  $904,568  toward  a  goal  of  $5.2  million.  He  noted  an  additional 
$435,000  had  been  raised  since  July  31st,  raising  the  total  to  $1 .3  million,  or  25%  of  goal. 
J  announced  recent  notification  from  the  Estate  of  Phyllis  Wattis  that  the  Museum  would 
be  recipients  of  $2  million  from  her  estate  -  $1  million  for  general  endowment  and  $1 
million  for  the  care  and  maintenance  of  the  collection.  Noting  a  tremendous  amount  of 
community  interest  in  the  museum's  opening,  J  reported  work  on  a  number  of  sizeable 
sponsorships  with  Bank  of  America  (thanks  to  Julia  Cheng),  Mercedes,  Target  (thanks  to 
David  Lei),  United  Airlines  (thanks  to  Gorretti  Lui),  Vodafone,  and  Wells  Fargo  (thanks 
to  Terri  Dial).  Chaired  this  year  by  Ginny  Meyer  and  Michael  Kim,  J  encouraged 
everyone  to  attend  the  September  28th  annual  Chuseok  event,  to  be  held  again  this  year  at 
Butterfields,  and  he  announced  a  2:1  matching  grant  from  the  Koret  Foundation  for 
Korean  art  acquisition.  He  also  asked  everyone  to  save  the  date  of  February  6th  for  the 
annual  Arts  of  Pacific  Asia  opening  night  Gala  Preview,  noting  a  dynamic  team  of  chairs 
-  Gorretti  Lui,  Akiko  Yamazaki,  Betsy  Eu  and  Naja  Lockwood.  J  announced  that  one 
additional  fundraiser  in  FY03  would  be  an  event  in  May  presented  by  Tiffany  to  benefit 
the  Asian  Art  Museum.  In  closing,  J  noted  focus  on  preparations  for  the  opening  of  the 
New  Asian,  stating  plans  were  in  the  works  for  six  events,  three  open  houses  and  an 
opening  day  celebration  all  of  which  would  be  scheduled  to  occur  between  January  1 5th 
and  January  23rd. 

New  Asian  Project  Committee  Chair  Judy  Wilbur  reported  $154  million  raised-to-date 
for  the  capital  campaign,  noting  $2.2  million  in  proposals  pending  and  $3.5  million  in 
preparation.  Judy  stated  that  it  is  possible  that  expenses  will  exceed  the  goal  of  $160.5 
million  yet  she  expressed  reasons  to  continue  progressing  toward  the  approved  goal, 
which  were  that  an  adjustment  could  be  confusing  to  the  public  and  that  final  accounting 
would  not  be  settled  until  after  the  building  opens.  Glenn  Vinson  said  he  would 
comment  during  the  finance  report.  Judy  thanked  Janet  and  Clint  Reilly  for  their 
$500,000  pledge,  noting  the  important  roles  Janet  has  played  as  a  Trustee  and  Clint's 
involvement  in  the  campaign  going  back  to  the  early  90s.  She  also  expressed 
appreciation  for  $100,000  from  Ernest  Go,  Chairman  of  Bank  of  the  Orient.  Judy 
thanked  those  who  responded  to  Jack  Bogarfs  recent  letter  regarding  remaining  naming 
opportunities  and  asked  for  more  input  from  Board  members.  She  thanked  Bill  and  Mary 
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Kim  for  hosting  a  New  Asian  House  Party  at  their  home  on  August  9  ,  and  noted  the 
next  cultivation  event  was  scheduled  for  October  23rd  in  San  Jose.  In  an  effort  to  raise 
awareness  and  develop  prospects  in  the  South  Bay,  she  said  Development  was  working 
with  Trustee  Nick  Keating. 

5.  Financial  Report 

Treasurer  M.  Glenn  Vinson,  Jr.  distributed  the  operating  results  and  the  New  Asian 
project  budget  (phase  I)  for  the  12  months  ended  July  31,  2002.  Giving  an  example  of 
the  kind  of  challenges  the  Museum  faces  regarding  city  budgeting  and  politics,  Glenn 
noted  the  Mayor's  Office's  proposal  to  privatize  custodial  services  in  the  new  building 
had  recently  been  rejected  by  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  With 
that  illustration  Glenn  stressed  the  importance  of  Commissioners  and  Trustees  getting  to 
know  the  supervisors.  Regarding  the  New  Asian  Project,  Glenn  referred  to  the  project 
budget  with  columns  titled  "original  budget",  "'project  to  date"  and  "percentage  of 
proposed  budget  spent".  Since  the  Museum's  Finance  Office  was  certain  that  the  cost  to 
complete  the  building  would  exceed  $160.5  million,  he  noted  that  an  additional  column 
reflecting  the  Project  Office's  final  cost  projection  was  included  for  informational 
purposes.  He  said  the  Building  Committee  was  working  hard  to  try  to  keep  the  amount  at 
goal  and  acknowledged  that  they  may  do  so,  but  he  also  called  attention  to  the  Project 
Office's  projection  which  was  noted  as  $162.5  million.  Given  the  success  of  the 
fundraisers  so  far,  Glenn  said  he  thought  everything  would  be  okay  in  due  course  in  that 
respect,  but  reminded  everyone  that  the  Museum  would  be  up  against  its  next  big  set  of 
bond  covenants  in  2005.

WHEREAS,  The  painting  would  be  exhibited  from  September  2003  through  the  end  of 
August  2004  and  would  travel  to  the  following  venues  -  The  National  Museum  of 
Modern  Art,  Kyoto;  Sakura  City  Museum,  Sakura  City;  Los  Angeles  County  Museum  of 
Art  and  the  Birmingham  Museum  of  Art,  Birmingham.  Alabama;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Curator-in-charge,  the  Conservator  and  the  Registrar  have  determined 
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that  the  object  can  safely  travel  if  the  following  terms  and  conditions  are  met: 

I .  A  representative  of  the  Birmingham  Museum  of  Art  will  courier  the  object  while 
in  transit  and  be  present  during  installation  and  de-installation. 

a.  2.  The  Birmingham  Museum  of  Art  and  the  National  Museum  of  Modern 
Art,  Kyoto  will  insure  the  painting  nail-to-nail,  including  earthquake,  and  will 
provide  a  Certificate  of  Insurance  naming  the  AAMSF  as  additional  insured. 

3.  The  Birmingham  Museum  of  Art  and  the  National  Museum  of  Modern  Art,  Kyoto 
will  pay  a  $100.00  loan  fee  to  cover  administrative  costs. 

4.  All  venues  will  attach  monofilament  around  the  bottom  rollers  and  adequately 
secure  it  to  the  wall  to  safeguard  the  painting  from  unnecessary  movement.  The 
painting  must  not  be  unrolled  and  re-rolled  more  often  than  is  absolutely 
necessary.  The  painting  must  not  be  "backed-rolled"  at  any  time  and  may  only  be 
"top-rolled"  with  prior  written  consent  from  the  Asian  Art  Museum. 

5.  The  painting,  although  treated  and  consolidated,  is  extremely  fragile  and  must  be 
handled  with  great  care.  Due  to  the  delicate  nature  of  silk  support  and  media, 
lighting  is  not  to  exceed  5  footcandles  (50  lux).  With  the  exception  of  regular 
maintenance,  lights  may  only  be  on  when  the  exhibition  is  open  for  viewing. 

6.  Temperature  and  relative  humidity  must  be  continuously  recorded  during  display 
of  the  painting  in  the  exhibition  gallery.  Relative  humidity  must  be  maintained 
between  50-60%  and  the  temperature  between  65-75%  at  all  times  during  storage 
and  installation. 

7.  The  painting  should  be  displayed  behind  ultraviolet  light  filtering  plexiglas  and 
the  display  case  should  be  secured  with  safety  screws. 

8.  Painted  walls  must  be  allowed  to  off  gas  for  4  days  prior  to  installation. 

9.  The  Birmingham  Museum  of  Art  and  the  National  Museum  of  Modern  Art,  Kyoto 
are  responsible  for  all  costs  associated  with  the  loan,  including  crates,  packing, 
shipping  and  all  courier  expenses. 

10.  The  Asian  Art  Museum  will  approve  all  transportation  arrangements. 

I I .  The  objects  shall  be  exhibited  with  labels  identifying  the  AAMSF  as  the  lender 
and  with  the  appropriate  credit  line  as  supplied  by  the  AAMSF.

Art  Museum,  is  charged  with  controlling  and  managing  "the  City  and  County's  Asian  art  with  the  Avery 
Brundage  Collection  as  its  nucleus,  consistent  with  the  conditions  applicable  to  the  Brundage  Collection 
and  other  gifts";  and 

WHEREAS,  Avery  Brundage  gave  his  Collection  in  trust  to  the  City  under  his  Will  as  well  as  over  the 
course  of  his  lifetime,  subject  to  certain  conditions;  and 

WHEREAS,  Avery  Brundage's  overriding  trust  purpose  was  to  create,  for  the  benefit  of  the  public,  a 
world-class  collection  of  Asian  art  made  up  of  the  best  available  examples  and  thereby  to  establish  the 
City  as  the  outstanding  center  of  Asian  art  and  culture  in  the  western  world;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Commission,  as  Trustee  of  the  Asian  Art  Museum's  art  collection,  must  not  only 
guard  the  collection  but  must  also  cultivate  the  collection  by  adding  to  it,  enhancing  it,  caring  for  it  and 
deaccessioning  objects  where  the  Commission  determines  that  an  object  is  no  longer  fit  for  exhibition 
purposes  in  the  Museum;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  accordance  with  the  Asian  Art  Museum's  Deaccession  Policy,  dated  November  26, 
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2001,  "where  the  museum  finds  that  adherence  to  a  donor's  legal  restrictions  is  impossible  or  detrimental 
to  the  museum"  or  the  donor's  trust  purpose,  the  museum  may  ask  legal  counsel  "to  evaluate  the 
possibility  of  removing  the  restrictions;"  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Commission,  in  consultation  with  the  Director  and  the  City  Attorney,  finds  that  in 
order  to  ensure  that  the  Museum  is  able  to  carry  out  Brundage's  trust  purpose,  it  must  submit  a  Petition 
to  the  court  to  clarify  certain  discretionary  acts  and  to  modify  certain  restrictions  that  impede  the 
accomplishment  of  Brundage's  trust  purpose;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Asian  Art  Commission  does  hereby  authorize  the  City  Attorney,  in  consultation 
with  the  Director,  to  finalize  and  submit  to  the  court  a  Petition  for  Instructions  Approving  Discretionary 
Acts  of  Trustees  and  a  Petition  for  Order  to  Modify  the  Brundage  Trust  Agreement.

1.        Call  to  Order 


The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  12:50  p.m.  by  Chair  Johnson  S.  Bogart,  a  quorum  being 
present. 

Approval  of  Minutes 


Minutes  from  the  August  26,  2002  Executive  Committee  Meeting  were  approved  as  written. 
3.        Director's  Report 


Director  Emily  J.  Sano  reported  on  the  success  of  the  Annual  Meeting  and  the  Chuseok  Gala, 
thanking  everyone  who  attended.  Emily  talked  about  the  November  5th  Butterfields,  auction 
scheduled  to  include  70  objects  from  the  Asian  Art  Museum's  non-permanent  collection,  and  she 
commented  on  preparations  by  the  City  Attorney's  Office  of  the  Petition  for  Order  to  Modify  the 
Brundage  Trust  Agreement,  a  document  necessary  to  finalize  deaccessioning  of  a  small  portion 
of  objects  that  have  been  deemed  not  suitable  for  the  collection.  Emily  gave  an  update  on  an 
appeal  given  by  Michael  Knight  at  the  annual  meeting  for  the  purchase  of  a  single  painting  from 
the  Yeh  collection  to  help  finalize  discussions  with  the  Yeh  family.  Emily  called  on  Acquisitions 
Committee  Chair  Vickie  Johnston  who  commented  on  a  recommendation  by  the  Acquisitions 
Committee  to  increase  the  Director's  spending  authority  from  $5,000  to  $20,000  for  the  purchase 
of  art  without  prior  committee  approval.  A  draft  resolution  was  distributed  for  future  discussion 
by  the  Commission  and  Foundation.  Emily  talked  about  recent  travels  to  Boston  where  she 
attended  a  Fulbright  Foundation  symposium  celebrating  the  50"'  anniversary  of  the  Fulbright 
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program  and  to  Aspen  where  she  attended  a  museum  conference  about  united  fields  of  art, 
religion  and  science.  Emily  closed  with  a  brief  gallery  update,  noting  there  were  weekly 
meetings  with  the  contractor,  casework  vendor  and  designer. 

Jesse  Erickson  gave  a  brief  update  on  the  Foundation  Ad  Hoc  Committee  working  to  update 
descriptions  of  all  Foundation  Committees,  and  he  called  on  Ralph  Rogers  for  a  brief  update  on 
the  Ad  Hoc  Committee  on  Civic  Center  neighborhood  improvements  and  the  work  Ralph,  Jesse 
and  Dan  Banks  are  doing  to  align  the  museum  with  key  neighboring  institutions. 

4.        Asian  Art  Museum  Foundation  Report 

Development  Committee  Chair  Maura  Morey  distributed  the  annual  fund  report  of 
contributions  and  written  pledges  dated  September  27th  which  reflected  approximately  $1 .6 
million  or  36%  towards  a  $4.7million  goal,  noting  most  of  the  support  had  come  in  the  form 
of  restricted  foundation  and  government  funding.  Maura  gave  an  update  on  membership 
acquisition  strategy,  reporting  membership  stood  at  8,400  at  that  time.  She  thanked  co-chairs 
Ginny  Meyer  and  Michael  Kim  for  a  successful  Chuseok  Gala  on  September  28th  at 
Butterfields,  noting  the  event,  attended  by  over  300  people,  netted  over  $100,000  and  would 
be  matched  2:1  by  the  Koret  Foundation  and  that  total  funding  would  support  the  Korean  Art 
Department  acquisitions  program.  Noting  Monsoon  membership  stood  at  200,  she  also 
reported  on  a  successful  October  8th  Monsoon  event  co-hosted  by  Baccarat  and  7x7 
Magazine  at  the  Baccarat  Store  on  Union  Square.  Maura  announced  the  next  big  fundraising 
event  would  be  the  February  6th  Opening  Night  Preview  Gala  for  the  Arts  of  Pacific  Asia 
Show  at  Fort  Mason,  noting  the  event  would  be  chaired  by  Betsy  Hambrecht  Eu,  Naja  Pham 
Lockwood,  Gorretti  Lo  Lui  and  Akiko  Yamazaki  and  sponsored  by  Mercedes.  She 
announced  a  cocktail  reception  that  evening  at  Tiffany  &  Company  to  launch  a  new  event 
planned  for  May  to  celebrate  the  Museum's  inaugural  year,  thanking  event  chair  Janet  Reilly. 
In  closing,  Maura  thanked  Nick  Keating  for  hosting  a  cultivation  event  at  his  San  Jose 
Office. 

On  behalf  of  New  Asian  Project  Committee  Chair  Judy  Wilbur,  Jack  Bogart  reported  $1 55 
million  raised-to-date  for  the  capital  campaign,  noting  $6.3  million  in  proposals  pending  and 
$2  million  in  preparation.  He  reported  a  number  of  prime  spaces  were  still  available  for 
naming,  including  a  few  galleries,  one  education  classroom  and  Loggia  portals.  Jack 
requested  input  from  the  Board  regarding  prospects,  noting  the  enormous  sense  f 
accomplishment  the  Board  would  feel  if  the  $160.5  million  goal  were  reached  by  the  public 
opening,  and  he  asked  everyone  to  contact  him,  Judy  or  the  development  office  over  the  next 
few  months.  Jack  also  announced  that  Asim  and  Isha  Abdullah  would  host  a  New  Asian 
House  party  on  November  1 5th,  noting  they  had  been  working  with  Judy  Wilbur  on 
developing  the  event  which  would  focus  on  the  Indian  galleries. 
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5.  Financial  Report 

Treasurer  M.  Glenn  Vinson,  Jr.  distributed  the  operating  results  and  the  New  Asian  project 
budget  (phase  I)  for  the  three  months  ended  September  30,  2002.  Noting  that  large  numbers 
in  the  budget  later  in  the  fiscal  year  reflected  the  Museum  after  opening,  Glenn  said  that 
expenses  and  income  at  that  time  were  approximately  where  projected.  With  regard  to  the 
building,  he  reiterated  that  the  project  would  exceed  the  projected  costs  in  the  budget,  and 
reminded  everyone  that  the  building  committee  continued  to  work  with  the  issue  on  a 
constant  basis.  He  pointed  out  that  the  museum  was  in  the  normal  throws  of  trying  to  finish  a 
fairly  large  project. 

Glenn  announced  that  the  Museum  would  be  the  principal  subject  of  the  January/February 
2003  issue  of  the  Hong  Kong  publication  Arts  of  Asia,  with  a  focus  on  the  Museum  in  honor 
of  the  opening.  Emily  also  pointed  out  that  the  Museum  would  be  featured  in  the 
January/February  issue  of  Orientations.

Call  to  O rder 


The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  1 :10  p.m.  by  Chair  Johnson  S.  Bogart,  a  quorum  of  the  full 
Commission  being  present. 

2.  Approval  of  Minutes 

Minutes  from  the  October  28,  2002  Executive  Committee  Meeting  were  approved  as  written. 

3.  Director's  Report 

Director  Emily  J.  Sano  reportedon  the  successful  New  York  media  blitz  the  week  of  February 
1 0th  andnoted  a  continuing  flow  of  recent  and  forthcoming  press.  She  pointed  out  two  of  the 
Foundation  action  items  for  consideration  later  in  their  meeting  (i)  the  approval  of  the  cafe 
contract  with  Dan  McCalTs  &  Associates,  Inc.,  which  she  asked  Ikuko  Satoda  to  outline  the 
major  terms  of  later  in  the  meeting,  and  (ii)  the  approval  of  Foundation  committee  descriptions, 
which  she  calledon  ad  hoc  committee  chair  Jesse  Erickson  to  present.  Emily  also  noted  two 
Commission  action  items  for  consideration  later  in  the  meeting  that  would  be  the  first  of  two 
steps  required  to  deaccession  certain  Brundage  objects  and  other  objects  in  the  permanent 
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collection.  Additionally,  she  gave  an  update  on  the  Brundage  petition,  noting  a  Superior  Court 
hearing  date  had  been  set  for  April  16th.  She  closed  her  report  briefly  discussing  opt  ions  for  the 
relocation  of  the  DuMond  paintings  and  Lentelli  sculptures,  which  were  previously  housed  in  the 
building  when  it  served  as  the  Main  Library. 

4.  Asian  Art  Museum  Foundation  Report 

Development  Committee  Chair  Maura  Morey  distributed  the  annual  fund  report  of 
contributions  and  written  pledges  dated  January  31,  2003,  which  reflected  approximately 
$3.5  million  or  74%  towards  a  $4.7  million  goal.  Maura  announced  the  first  event  at  the 
New  Asian  would  be  the  unveiling  of  Chong-Moon  Lee's  bust  on  Monday,  March  10th, 
followed  by  a  series  of  blessings  by  representatives  from  different  religious  denominations. 
She  gave  an  update  on  membership  and  its  strategy,  noting  a  current  membership  of  12,000  + 
with  a  goal  of  15,000  by  the  opening.  Regarding  the  annual  fund,  Maura  reported  over  62% 
of  the  $850,000  goal  had  been  raised  through  contributions  from  55%  of  the  Board  and 
stated  she  would  be  contacting  those  who  had  not  yet  made  a  commitment.  She  reminded 
those  who  had  pledged  but  not  yet  paid  that  June  30th  would  be  the  due  date.  Maura  thanked 
Arts  of  Pacific  Asia  Gala  chairs,  Betsy  Hambrecht  Eu,  Naja  Pham  Lockwood,  Gorretti  Lo  Lui 
and  Akiko  Yamazaki  for  a  successful  event.  She  noted  Judy  Wilbur  and  David  Lei  were  doing 
a  wonderful  job  masterminding  the  various  opening  events  scheduled  from  March  10th  and 
continuing  through  opening  day  on  March  20th.  Maura  closed  her  report  by  announcing  a 
February  27th  Monsoon-hosted  event  on  Furniture  and  Fashion  at  Rick  Lee  Design  and 
Colleen  Quen  Couture. 

New  Asian  Project  Committee  Chair  Judy  Wilbur  reported  $157.5  million  raised-to-date  for 
the  capital  campaign,  noting  $7.2  million  in  proposals  pending  and  in  preparation.  Judy 
announced  a  generous  gift  of  $500,000  from  Isha  and  Asim  Abdullah  in  support  of  the  South 
Asia  to  600  Gallery  in  the  Indian  Gallery  Suite,  and  she  reported  a  request  for  funding  had 
been  introduced  and  secured  by  Congresswoman  Nancy  Pelosi  through  the  Senate 
Subcommittee  on  Labor,  Health,  Human  Services  &  Education  which  awarded  the  Museum 
$500,000  from  its  appropriations  budget.  Additionally,  Judy  announced  receipt  of  $100,000 
for  opening  events  from  Knight  Ridder.  She  thanked  Joan  and  Glenn  Vinson,  as  well  as 
Barbara  and  John  Mathews  Brooks  for  each  naming  a  Loggia  Portal,  and  she  encouraged 
others  to  fill  those  remaining.  In  closing,  Judy  distributed  and  discussed  the  schedule  of 
opening  events. 

5.  Financial  Report 

Treasurer  M.  Glenn  Vinson,  Jr.  distributed  the  operating  results  and  the  New  Asian  project 
budget  (phase  I)  for  the  seven  months  ended  January  31,  2003,  noting  at  58%  through  the 
fiscal  year,  income  and  expenses  were  both  a  little  lower  than  expected.  He  explained  that 
expenses  were  lower  because  of  the  delay  in  filling  several  new  positions  as  a  result  of 
delaying  the  opening  from  January  to  March.  Without  knowing  what  the  numbers  would  be 
over  the  next  few  months,  Glenn  predicted  income  would  come  in  at  least  as  projected  and 
expenses  would  be  a  bit  lower.

Between  1959  and  1975  Avery  Brundage  donated  approximately  7,000  objects 
to  the  Asian  Art  Museum's  permanent  collection;  and 

WHEREAS,  It  has  been  determined  subsequently  by  the  Museum's  curators  that  a  small 
portion  of  those  objects  are  no  longer  suitable  for  the  collection  of  the  Asian  Art  Museum; 
and 

WHEREAS.  The  Director  and  the  Chief  Curator  have  recommended  that  objects  donated  by 
Avery  Brundage  as  indicated  on  the  attached  list  (Exhibit  A)  should  be  deaccessioned;  and 

WHEREAS.  On  August  26,  2002  the  Asian  Art  Commission  passed  Resolution  C02-029 
which  authorized  the  City  Attorney,  in  consultation  with  the  Director,  to  finalize  and  submit 
to  the  court  a  Petition  for  Instructions  Approving  Discretionary  Acts  of  Trustees  and  a 
Petition  for  Order  to  Modify  the  Brundage  Trust  Agreement;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Acquisitions  Committee,  at  its  January  13,  2003  meeting,  recommended 
to  the  Asian  Art  Commission  that  the  objects  listed  on  Exhibit  A  be  deaccessioned,  with  the 
understanding  that  the  matter  would  be  considered  again  by  the  Acquisitions  Committee  at 
least  six  months  from  that  date;  and  if  deaccessioning  of  those  objects  was  again

Call  to  Order 


The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  12:30  p.m.  by  Chair  Johnson  S  Bogart,  a  quorum  being 
present. 


2.        Approval  of  Minutes 


Minutes  from  the  February  24,  2003  Executive  Committee  Meeting  were  approved  as  written. 


3.         Director's  Report 


Director  Emily  J.  Sano  reported  on  the  success  of  the  Museum's  opening,  thanking  the 
Marketing  &  Public  Relations  and  Development  Departments  for  their  support  with  the 
opening  activities,  andconsultant  David  Landis  for  the  publicity  surrounding  the  opening. 
Emily  talked  abort  her  trip  toNew  York  for  Asia  Week  (March  25  -  3  1 ),  notingthe  buzz  aboit 
the  Asian  was  great.  She  gave  an  update  on  the  galleries,  reporting  they  were  complete  but  that 
some  of  the  labels  were  being  refined  Emily  called  on  Chief  Operating  Officer  Ikuko  Satoda 
who  gave  a  report  on  attendance  as  well  as  revenue  from  the  cafe  and  store,  noting  after  one 
month  that  attendance  totaled  approximately  42,000,  for  an  average  daily  attendance  of  1 ,463, 
andthat  gross  cafe  and  store  sales  were  $88,000  (or  $2.35  per  visitor)  and  $306,000  (or  $4.80 
per  visitor),  respectively.  As  an  additional  cafe  fact,  she  noted  the  average  cafe  transaction  had 
been  about  $9.65.  Putting  the  attendance  numbers  into  context.  Ikuko  statedthe  Museum's 
annual  attendance  goal  was  400,000  (or  a  daily  average  of  1 ,276).  Emily  reported  the  first  Art 
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After  Hours  event  had  taken  place  the  previous  Wednesday  with  1700  people  attending.  Other 
reporting  items  included(i)  upcomingtravel  to  Boston  to  attendthe  VisitingCommittee 
Meeting  of  the  University  Art  Museums  at  Harvard,  (ii)  a  report  from  Director  of  Security 
Anders  Noyes  who  talked  about  an  upcoming  visit  from  the  President  of  Korea  in  mid  May.  (iii) 
an  additional  report  from  Anders  on  the  Museum's  security  guidelines  with  regard  to  where  board 
members  should  enter  the  building  for  business  purposes,  and  (iv)  draft  access  guidelines  to  the 
Peterson  Room  for  Jade  Circle  members.  Before  closing  her  report.  Emily  called  on  Deputy 
City  Attorney  Adine  Varan  who  announced  the  successful  outcome  of  the  April  16th  Brundage 
Petition  Hearing.  Additionally,  Emily  gave  a  presentation  on  the  status  of  the  DuMond 
paintings  and  Lentelli  sculptures,  which  had  previously  been  housed  in  the  biildingwhen  it  served 
as  the  Main  Library,  andshe  and  Adine  led  a  lengthy  discussion  on  relocation  options  for  them. 

4.  Asian  Art  Museum  Foundation  Report 

Development  Committee  Chair  Maura  Morey  distributed  the  annual  fund  report  of 
contributions  and  written  pledges  dated  March  31.  2003.  which  reflected  approximately  $4.1 
million  or  87%  towards  a  $4.7  million  goal.  Maura  noted  that  with  the  public's  enthusiasm 
surrounding  the  opening,  the  Museum  had  over  15.000  members  to  date.  In  other  areas  of 
membership,  she  reported  over  230  Jade  Circle  members,  which  reflected  over  70  new 
members  within  the  past  year.  She  noted  the  Jade  Circle  had  raised  approximately  S500.000 
in  annual  support  in  the  past  year,  or  89%  of  its  $600,000  goal. 

New  Asian  Project  Committee  Chair  Judy  Wilbur  reported  over  $163.5  million  raised  to  date 
for  the  capital  campaign  and  noted  that  a  final  accounting  of  the  total  project  costs  and  funds 
raised  to  date  would  be  presented  to  the  Board  after  an  assessment  of  final  expenses  w  as 
complete.  Judy  noted  it  was  important,  as  a  Board,  to  continue  to  be  diligent  in  fundraising 
efforts,  stating  there  were  still  a  number  of  naming  opportunities  available  within  the  new 
building,  although  limited.  Noting  the  desperate  need  for  an  auditorium.  Judy  mentioned  that 
some  preliminary  discussions  for  the  second  phase  had  taken  place.

On  behalf  of  Treasurer  M.  Glenn  Vinson.  Jr..  Ikuko  Satoda  presented  and  discussed  the

1.  Call  to  Order 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  2:05  p.m.  by  Chair  Johnson  S.  Bogart,  a  quorum  being 
present. 

2.  Approval  of  Minutes 

Minutes  from  the  April  21,  2003  Executive  Committee  Meeting  were  approved  as  written. 

3.  Director's  Report 

Director  Emily  J.  Sano  gave  a  progress  report  on  the  Museum,  noting  among  other  things  that 
attendance  to  date  had  been  1 10,227  visitors  for  an  average  daily  attendance  of  about  1 ,700  and 
that  gross  ticket  sales  had  been  $550,000.  Putting  the  attendance  numbers  into  context,  she 
stated  the  Museum's  annual  attendance  goal  was  400.000  (or  a  daily  average  of  1 ,276).  She  said 
Target  Tuesday  had  been  running  between  4.500  and  5,000  visitors.  Noting  special  guests 
visiting  the  Museum,  Emily  reported  Sir  Edmund  Hillary  had  been  in  San  Francisco  to  celebrate 
the  50th  anniversary  of  his  conquest  of  Mount  Everest  and  that  he  visited  the  Museum.  Emily 
distributed  an  impressive  packet  of  notable  mentions  from  the  press,  pointing  out  in  particular  the 
June  1 5th  New  York  Times  article  by  Holland  Cotter.  Other  reporting  items  included  her  travels 
to  Washington  D.C.  for  work  on  future  exhibitions,  one  to  take  place  in  November  to  support  the 
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Japanese  government's  celebration  of  the  150  anniversary  of  the  beginning  of  diplomatic 
relations  with  the  United  States  and  the  other  a  potential  exhibition  with  Vietnam. 

4.  Asian  Art  Museum  Foundation  Report 

Development  Committee  Chair  Maura  Morey  distributed  the  annual  fund  report  of 
contributions  and  written  pledges  dated  May  31.  2003.  which  reflected  approximately  $4.8 
million  or  102%  towards  a  $4.7  million  goal.  Maura  thanked  Dan  Banks  for  his  leadership 
role  with  the  Jade  Circle,  pointing  out  membership  for  the  group  exceeded  240  households. 
She  also  reported  Museum  membership  had  exceeded  more  than  1 9.000  households,  stating 
the  challenge  in  the  next  year  w  ould  be  renewals.  Maura  congratulated  Trustee  and  Monsoon 
co-Chair  Brent  Smith  on  Monsoon"s  first  big  fundraiser.  "An  evening  at  the  Tables  of 
Macau."  which  had  taken  place  on  June  21st.  noting  it  was  a  spectacular  event.  In  closing. 
Maura  asked  everyone  to  mark  on  their  calendars  that  the  annual  Chuseok  Gala  would  be 
held  on  October  1 7th  and  would  be  chaired  by  Michael  Kim.  Suno  Osterweis.  Joy 
Boatwright.  and  Catherine  Park. 

5.  Financial  Report 

In  the  absence  of  Glenn  Vinson  and  Ikuko  Satoda.  Mr.  Bogart  called  on  Sean  Tierney  for  a 
progress  report  on  bond  refinancing  and  on  Doris  Lee  and  Jeff  Chu  for  a  building  project 
status  report.  Mr.  Tierney  gave  an  update  on  activities  relating  to  the  bonds,  noting  his  work 
with  Glenn  Vinson  and  Tim  Dattels  looking  at  refinancing  or  refunding  opportunities. 
Reporting  on  the  building  project.  Mrs.  Lee  reviewed  the  status  of  negotiations  with  the 
Museum,  its  contractor  and  subcontractors.  Doris  introduced  the  Foundation's  attorney.  Jeff 
Chu  of  the  firm  Hanson-Bridgett  who  helped  write  the  original  contract  that  the  Foundation 
signed  w  ith  its  contractor,  and  encouraged  those  present  to  ask  questions  of  Mr.  Chu.

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  1 :50  p.m.  by  Chair  Johnson  S.  Bogart,  a  quorum  being 
present. 


2.        Approval  of  Minutes 


Minutes  from  the  June  23,  2003  Executive  Committee  Meeting  were  approved  as  written. 


3.        Director's  Report 

Director  Emily  J.  Sano  reported  on  the  success  and  some  of  the  challenges  of  the  Goryeo  and 
Leaning  Forward/Looking  Back  exhibitions  and  called  upon  Ralph  Rogers  who  spoke  about 
marketing  the  exhibits  and  the  press  coverage  received.  Emily  thanked  Trustees  Howard  Atkins, 
Terri  Dial  and  Fred  Levin  for  their  ad  hoc  committee  work  to  review  a  recent  compensation  audit 
completed  by  Valerie  Pechenik,  Director  of  Human  Resources,  with  the  assistance  of  Dr. 
William  Danielson,  a  pro  bono  compensation  consultant,  noting  Valerie  would  make  a 
presentation  at  the  November  Full  Board  meeting.  Emily  mentioned  upcoming  travels  to 
Tokyo,  to  visit  a  conservation  studio  where  one  of  the  Museum's  paintings  was  being 
repaired  by  the  Japanese  government,  and  to  Vietnam,  to  meet  with  foreign  ministries  and 
major  museum  officials  regarding  a  future  exhibition.  She  mentioned  a  November  4 
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Butterfields  auction,  which  would  include  deaccessioned  Museum  material  as  well  as 
Brundage  Estate  material,  and  she  noted  continued  work  towards  getting  the  Lentelli 
sculptures  and  DuMond  paintings,  previously  housed  in  the  old  Main  Library,  up  for  sale.  In 
closing.  Emily  called  upon  Ralph  Rogers  to  discuss  strategic  planning.  Ralph  talked  about  a 
recent  seminar  he  attended  at  the  Getty  Museum,  distributing  a  five  to  10  year  strategic 
scenario  for  museums  as  well  as  a  draft  flow  chart  that  he  proposed  for  creating  the 
Museum's  strategic  plan. 

4.  Asian  Art  Museum  Foundation  Report 

Committee  Chair  Alexander  D.  Calhoun  reported  on  his  committee's  meeting  with  auditors  to  go 
over  the  accounts  for  the  last  fiscal  year.  He  noted  every  thing  was  finalized  except  for  the 
settlement  of  construction  costs,  but  he  reported  there  had  been  an  agreement  in  principle  reached 
and  recorded  which  would  be  signed-off  on  by  the  auditors,  as  negotiating  the  financial  terms  of 
the  settlement  agreement  could  take  several  weeks.  Mr.  Calhoun  said  the  financial  statements 
would  include  the  construction  claims  as  a  liability  as  of  the  end  of  the  last  fiscal  year  and.  in 
closing,  spoke  positively  about  the  Museum  as  a  final  product,  noting  it  was  time  to  move  on. 

Development  Committee  Chair  Maura  Morey  distributed  the  annual  fund  report  of 
contributions  and  written  pledges  dated  September  30.  2003,  which  reflected  approximately 
$3.4  million  or  44%  towards  a  $7.7  million  goal,  including  facility  rentals.  She  reported 
additional  income  to  date  had  brought  the  total  up  to  53%  of  goal.  Regarding  the  annual 
fund.  Maura  announced  that  board  members  would  soon  be  receiving  a  letter  regarding 
donations  to  the  03-04  operating  budget.  Noting  a  goal  of  $920,000  Commissioner  and 
Trustee  donations,  she  explained  the  importance  of  100%  board  participation  when 
approaching  foundations  and  other  important  donation  sources.  She  urged  even  one  to 
participate  in  the  annual  fund  by  returning  their  pledge  forms  and  promptly  fulfilling  their 
pledges.  Maura  reported  on  the  splendid  Chuseok  gala,  thanking  Michael  Kim  and  Joy 
Boatwright  as  well  as  Trustee  Suno  Kay  Osterweis  for  her  fantastic  fundraising  effort  for  the 
event.  Maura  announced  the  next  large  fundraising  event  would  be  the  Arts  of  Pacific  Asia 
Preview  Gala  on  February  6th  chaired  by  Dan  and  Cynthia  Banks. 

5.  Financial  Report 

Treasurer  M.  Glenn  Vinson.  Jr.  distributed  the  Operating  Results  for  the  three  months  ended 
September  30.  2003  and  called  upon  Doris  Shoong  Lee  for  a  project  status  report  on  the  October 
6th  mediation  and  finalization  of  the  Phase  I  costs.  Doris  reported  a  lengthy  day  of  mediation  that 
included  presentations  by  sub-contractors  and  LEM  DPR  that  revealed  claims  totaling 
approximately  $18  million.  Doris  reported  a  final  settlement  figure  of  approximately  S8  million 
was  agreed  upon,  which  included  a  sub-contract  settlement  made  prior  to  mediation.  She  stated 
any  further  claims  that  came  in  would  be  the  responsibility  of  LEM  DPR:  however,  she  explained 
that  an  approximate  $13.5  million  shortfall  facing  the  Museum  from  what  had  been  donated 
(approximately  $165.5  million)  and  the  final  cost  of  the  project  (approximately  SI  79  million) 
would  have  to  be  realized  by  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year.  Sean  Tierney  gave  an  update  on  the  work 
he  and  Tim  Dattels  had  been  doing  with  regard  to  debt  restructuring  possibilities.  Sean  noted  he 
and  Tim  had  been  looking  at  the  financial  situation  as  it  related  to  the  bonds,  the  financial 
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covenants  and  the  Museum's  ability  to  pay  (currently  and  projected  over  the  next  few  years),  and 
he  distributed  financial  information  reflecting  the  new  project  settlement  showing  assets, 
investments  and  revenue  presented  in  two  forms  -  one  assuming  a  conservative  3%  investment 
return  and  another  a  7.2%  return,  an  amount  investment  advisors  viewed  as  reasonable  in  the 
portfolio  at  that  time.  Sean  pointed  out  that  covenants  are  designed  to  reflect  overall  financial 
health  and  noted  that,  under  the  conservative  investment  scenario,  the  cost  project  overrun  would 
mean  running  into  a  covenant  issue  sooner.  Sean  and  Glenn  Vinson  lead  a  lengthy  discussion 
with  those  in  attendance,  and  Sean  closed  with  a  recap  that  the  Museum's  plan  would  be  to  go 
forward  with  talks  with  MBIA  to  inform  them  that  the  project  shortfall  would  be  filled  before  the 
end  of  the  fiscal  year,  to  inform  them  that  further  fundraising  plans  were  being  discussed  and 
considered  that  may  or  may  not  involve  Phase  II,  and  to  bring  them  up  to  date  on  the  Museum's 
investment  portfolio  plan  and  performance.

He 
thanked  Tim  Dattels  and  Sean  Tierney  for  the  work  they  have  been  doing  to  help  find  ways  to 
save  money,  and  he  said  he  and  Judy  Wilbur,  Brayton  Wilbur,  Maura  Morey,  Doris  Lee,  Jesse 
Erickson  and  others  continue  to  identify  new  campaign  support.  In  closing,  Mr.  Bogart  called  for 
comments  from  Jesse  Erickson,  who  reviewed  an  American  Bar  Association  paper  on  nonprofit 
corporate  governance  in  the  wake  of  the  Sarbanes-Oxley  Act,  and  Dan  Banks,  who  recently 
attended  a  Museum  Trustee  Association  meeting  in  New  York.

1.  Call  to  Order  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 
The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  12:55  p.m.  by  Chair  Johnson  S.  Bogart,  a  quorum  being  present. 

2.  Approval  of  Minutes 

Minutes  from  the  October  27,  2003  Executive  Committee  Meeting  were  approved  as  written. 

3.  Director's  Report 

Director  Emily  J.  Sano  reported  on  the  success  of  the  Li  Huayi  and  Montien  Boonma  exhibitions.  She 
talked  about  Asia  Week  in  New  York  in  March,  noting  some  of  the  Asian's  curators  were  there 
searching  for  objects  to  present  to  the  Connoisseurs'  Council  at  their  April  28th  Annual  Dinner. 
Emily  said  she  would  travel  to  Taipei  in  late  April  to  participate  in  the  International  Museum 
Directors'  Conference  called  New  Images;  New  Sfrategy  and  noted  future  travel  to  Beijing  with 
Michael  Knight  and  He  Li  regarding  a  possible  exhibition  in  2007.  She  said  Commissioner  Julia 
Cheng  would  be  in  Beijing  at  the  same  time  and  would  accompany  them  to  some  of  the  meetings. 
Emily  stated  the  museum  continued  to  be  a  focal  point  of  interest,  noting  she  was  scheduled  to  give 
two  important  talks  in  May  to  organizations  in  the  Bay  Area  -  Lockheed  Martin  and  Lawrence 
Livermore  Labs.  She  reported  the  Italian  Ambassador  to  the  US  had  recently  visited  the  museum  and 
that  she  had  attended  a  breakfast  with  the  King  of  Jordan.  Emily  gave  a  brief  update  on  the  task 
forces,  noting  all  ten  had  met  at  least  once  and  were  making  progress.  In  closing,  she  called  upon 
Dan  Banks  to  report  on  the  work  he  and  his  fellow  ad  hoc  committee  members,  Judy  Wilbur  and 
Sandy  Calhoun,  had  accomplished  with  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Peterson  regarding  a  proposed  formal  garden 
extension  to  The  Peterson  Room.  Mr.  Banks  reported  on  the  committee's  meetings  with  the 
Petersons  regarding  the  garden  extension  that  they  so  generously  offered  to  fund  and  referred  to 
the  resolution  that  would  be  presented  for  approval  later  in  the  meeting  which  reflected  the 
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agreement  reached.  He  expressed  his  appreciation  to  Richard  and  Maryanne  Peterson  as  well  as 
Judy  Wilbur  and  Sandy  Calhoun,  and  a  motion  was  unanimously  made  and  carried  in 
appreciation  of  Dan  Banks  for  his  work  as  chair  of  the  ad  hoc  committee. 

4.  Asian  Art  Museum  Foundation  Report 

Development  Committee  Chair  Maura  Morey  distributed  informational  materials  which  included 
the  annual  fund  report  of  contributions  and  written  pledges  dated  March  31,  2004,  reflecting 
approximately  $5.2  million  or  79%  towards  a  $7.7  million  goal.  Maura  reported  the  board  was 
very  close  to  100%  annual  fund  participation,  and  she  thanked  everyone  for  all  that  they  had  done 
in  terms  of  trustee  commitment  and  supportiveness  of  Museum  events.  She  called  upon  Janet 
Reilly  who  spoke  as  Chair  of  the  Night  of  the  Geisha  opening  gala  scheduled  for  June  23rd,  noting 
Union  Bank  would  be  presenting  sponsor  and  that  JP  Morgan  had  come  on  board  as  a  corporate 
sponsor  as  well. 

It  was  noted  that  Emily  Sano  had  been  selected  to  receive  a  Foreign  Minister's  Award  from  the 
Japanese  Government  and  that  the  appropriate  venue  to  present  her  with  this  honor  would  be  the 
September  Annual  Meeting. 

5.  Financial  Report 

Treasurer  M.  Glenn  Vinson,  Jr.  distributed  for  review  and  discussion  a  finance  report  on  the 
operating  and  New  Asian  project  budgets,  as  well  as  the  operating  results  for  the  eight  months 
ended  February  29,  2004,  a  balance  sheet,  and  reports  on  admission,  store  and  cafe  revenue. 
Glenn  noted  the  Museum  expected  to  break  even  this  fiscal  year,  if  not  perform  slightly  better, 
but  would  face  a  decrease  in  city  funding  in  an  amount  yet  unknown  in  the  next  fiscal  year.  He 
stated  the  2004-2005  budget  would  be  presented  for  review  in  June. 

6.  Consideration  and  Possible  Action  Items 

a.         Recommendation  from  the  Foundation's  Ad  Hoc  Committee  Regarding  a  Garden 
Extension  to  the  Peterson  Room  on  the  Main  Level  of  the  Asian  Art  Museum 

WHEREAS,  Trustee  and  Mrs.  Richard  H.  Peterson  have  previously  and  generously  funded  the 
creation  of  a  members'  lounge,  known  as  The  Peterson  Room,  on  the  main  floor  of  the  Asian  Art 
Museum;  and 

WHEREAS.  At  the  March  22,  2004  Foundation  meeting,  Trustee  Peterson  proposed  approval  of 
a  formal  garden  extension  to  the  Peterson  Room;  and 

WHEREAS,  An  Ad  Hoc  Committee  consisting  of  H.  Daniel  Banks  (chair).  Judith  F.  Wilbur  and 
Alexander  D.  Calhoun  was  appointed  to  review  issues  related  to  the  proposal;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Ad  Hoc  Committee  convened  on  April  6th  and  April  7th  and  several 
discussions  ensued  regarding  the  construction  of  a  garden;  and 

WHEREAS,  Trustee  Peterson  and  the  Committee  have  reached  a  proposed  agreement  as 
reflected  in  the  executed  Letter  Agreement  and  Memo  to  the  Ad  Hoc  Committee  attached  to  this 
Resolution;  now,  therefore,  be  it 
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RESOLVED,  With  grateful  appreciation  to  the  Committee  for  its  hard  work,  the  Asian  Art 
Commission  hereby  accepts  the  Committee's  recommendation  to  proceed  with  the  garden  on  the 
following  terms: 

1 .  The  garden  will  be  considered  as  an  extension  or  accompaniment  of  the  Peterson  Room 
and  shall  have  the  same  degree  of  permanence  as  the  Peterson  Room  whose  location  may 
be  subject  to  adjustment  if  required  by  the  design  of  any  future  extension  of  the  Museum. 

2.  The  Foundation  will  be  responsible  for  the  cost  of  relocating  to  the  garden  the  Museum's 
Taihu  Chinese  volcanic  rock  on  a  foundation  to  be  provided  under  the  construction 
contract  in  accordance  with  a  design  provided  by  the  Asian  Art  Museum  Foundation. 
The  Taihu  Chinese  rock  was  a  gift  from  the  City  of  Shanghai  to  the  City  of  San  Francisco 
in  recognition  of  their  sister-city  relationship. 

3.  The  Foundation  will  be  responsible  for  the  cost  of  installing  electrical  wiring  with  outlets 
and  conduit  for  water  around  the  perimeter  of  the  garden. 

4.  Trustee  Peterson  and  the  garden  designer,  Mr.  Nakagawa,  are  negotiating  a  contract  with 
Canyon  Construction  Company,  as  general  contractor,  to  cover  the  remainder  of  the 
work,  including  materials  and  plants  required  for  the  garden,  for  a  guaranteed  maximum 
price  not  to  exceed  $100,000.  When  this  contract  and  contractor  have  been  reviewed  and 
found  satisfactory  to  the  Foundation,  the  Foundation  will  execute  such  contract. 

5.  Trustee  Peterson  commits  to  contribute  $  1 00,000  toward  the  cost  of  creation  of  the 
garden,  to  be  paid  to  the  Foundation  on  a  mutually  agreed  schedule  in  the  course  of 
construction  of  the  garden. 

6.  The  Foundation  shall  be  responsible  for  the  maintenance  of  the  garden.

1.  Call  to  Order 

The  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  was  called  to  order  at  4:10  p.m.  by  Chair 
Johnson  S.  Bogart.  a  quorum  being  present. 

2.  Approval  of  Minutes 

The  April  19,  2004  meeting  minutes  were  approved  as  written. 

3.  Director's  Report 

Director  Emily  J.  Sano  distributed  a  report  which  covered  information  since  the  full  board 
meeting  on  May  24n,  focusing  on  the  Geisha  exhibition  opening  and  successful  Gala 
(Chaired  by  Trustee  Janet  Reilly),  a  forthcoming  visit  from  the  President  of  Mongolia,  which 
Trustees  Judy  Wilbur  and  Richard  Blum  would  be  participating  in  and  coordinating  with  the 
Asia  Foundation,  and  her  future  travel  plans  in  July  and  August  to  Bangkok  (judge  at  the 
ASEAN  Contemporary  Art  Competition;  ''Kingdom  of  Siam"  loans),  Hanoi  (planning  for 
Vietnam  exhibition)  and  Singapore  (cooperative  projects  with  the  Asian  Civilizations 
Museum). 

4.  Finance  Report 

Treasurer  M.  Glenn  Vinson.  Jr.  called  on  Vickie  Johnston  who  discussed  findings  from  strategic 
planning  task  force  work  over  recent  weeks,  with  thanks  to  the  Harvard  Business  School 
Community  Partners.  She  noted  focus  on  achieving  long-term  financial  security,  bond  covenant 
issues,  dependence  on  the  City,  fundraising  efforts  for  working  capital/operating  expenses  and 
cost  control  initiatives.  In  addition  to  the  03-04  operating  results  for  the  1 1  months  ended  May 
3 1 ,  2004  and  a  balance  sheet  of  the  same  date,  Glenn  Vinson  distributed  for  review  and 
discussion  the  proposed  FY  04-05  budget.  He  reviewed,  and  facilitated  a  lengthy  discussion,  on 
where  the  museum  is  now  and  where  it  intends  to  be  in  2005,  the  issues  behind  balancing  the  05 
budget,  financial  objectives,  and  where  the  Museum  wants  to  be  in  the  future.  Glenn  suggested  a 
follow-up  should  be  presented  before  September  on  the  results  of  the  budget.  He  called  on  Sean 
Tierney  for  a  review  and  update  on  the  bond  covenants  and  feedback  from  a  recent  meeting  with 
bond  insurer  MBIA.  A  request  was  made  for  an  update  on  investments,  at  the  next  meeting.  J 
Mullineaux  recapped  the  three  key  priorities  the  board  and  staff  identified  to  focus  on  over  the 
next  three  years  to  achieve  core  institutional  objectives:  (i)  financial  stability,  including  balanced 
budgets,  (ii)  raising  funds  to  increase  investments,  and  (iii)  continued  planning  for  long  term  success. 
A  motion  was  made  and  carried  that  the  Foundation  embark  on  a  Phase  II  campaign  to  raise  $30 
million  over  the  next  three  years  to  stabilize  the  institution  and  increase  investment  funds.

b.  Resolution  in  Recognition  of  Clarence  F.  Shangraw  and  Condolences  to  his  Family 

WHEREAS,  Chief  Curator  Emeritus  Clarence  F.  Shangraw  passed  away  on  May  30,  2004  at  his 
home  at  the  age  of  68;  and 

WHEREAS,  Mr.  Shangraw  began  his  career  at  the  Asian  Art  Museum  in  1965,  the  year  before  it 
was  opened  to  the  public  in  a  wing  of  the  old  M.H.  de  Young  Memorial  Museum,  by  cataloguing 
the  Avery  Brundage  collection,  which  was  the  core  of  the  Museum's  holdings;  and 

WHEREAS.  He  became  Assistant  Curator  from  1966  to  1968,  and  Chief  Curator  from  1968  to 
his  retirement  in  1992,  when  he  was  named  Chief  Curator  Emeritus;  and 

WHEREAS,  Mr.  Shangraw  mounted  26  exhibitions  at  the  Asian  Art  Museum,  including  The 
Exhibition  of  Archeological  Finds  of  the  People 's  Republic  of  China,  which  drew  835,891 
visitors  in  1975,  holding  the  record  for  an  Asian  art  show  in  San  Francisco,  and  other  exhibitions, 
including  Treasures  from  the  Shanghai  Museum,  Five  Thousand  Years  of  Korean  Art,  and  The 
Essence  of  Indian  Art;  and 

WHEREAS,  "Shang,"  as  he  was  known  by  many  at  the  Museum,  had  an  infectious  passion  for 
Asian  art  and  will  be  sorely  missed  by  his  friends  and  colleagues  in  the  museum  world,  and  by 
the  collectors  who  were  guided  by  him  through  the  years;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Asian  Art  Commission,  on  behalf  of  the  entire  Museum  family,  wishes  to 
express  their  appreciation  of  Clarence  F.  Shangraw  and  to  convey  to  his  family  their  heartfelt 
condolences.

Asian  Art  Commission 
August  30,  2004 

1.  Call  to  Order 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  5:10  p.m.  by  Chair  Johnson  S.  Bogart,  a  quorum  being 
present.  Mr.  Bogart  announced  that  he  would  like  to  table  item  6. a,  regarding  amendments  to  the 
bylaws,  for  further  review. 

2.  Approval  of  Minutes 

Minutes  from  the  May  24,  2004  meeting  and  the  Special  meetings  of  June  28,  2004  and  July  19. 
2004  were  approved  as  written. 

3.  Director's  Report 

Director  Emily  J.  Sano  distributed  a  written  report,  which  covered  information  since  the  June  28th  full 
board  meeting,  focusing  on  attendance  figures  for  the  Geisha  exhibition  (noted  daily  attendance 
ranging  from  1500  to  2000  per  day,  monthly  attendance  in  July  at  46,346,  Target  Tuesday  on  August 
3ld  at  8.023,  and  as  of  August  30th  at  49,870),  past  and  future  travel  (traveled  to  Bangkok  and  Hanoi  in 
late  July  and  planned  to  return  to  Hanoi  in  early  September  for  further  negotiations  on  a  Vietnamese 
exhibition  in  2006). 

Emily  called  on  Deputy  City  Attorney  Adine  Varah  for  an  explanation  an  action  item  later  in  the 
meeting  regarding  a  new  requirement  for  Commissioners  and  city  employees  -  the  Statement  of 
Incompatible  Activities.  Resulting  from  Proposition  E,  passed  in  November  2003.  Ms.  Varah 
explained,  among  other  things,  that  the  draft  statement  lists  activities  that  are  incompatible  with  duties 
of  Asian  Art  Commissioners  and  city  employees,  noting  that  it  does  not  apply  to  Foundation 
members,  and  that  it  does  not  exempt  anyone  working  for  the  Museum  from  general  Museum  policies 
or  other  applicable  laws. 

4.  Finance  Report 

Treasurer  M.  Glenn  Vinson,  Jr.  distributed  for  review  and  discussion  a  July/August  finance  report 
(with  attachments  consisting  of  a  preliminary  financial  statements  for  the  year  ended  June  30, 
2004,  annual  operating  budget  for  FY  04-05,  Admission/Store  Cafe  reports).  The  report  included 
a  notation  that  FY  03-04  ended  with  a  small  surplus,  information  about  the  upcoming  annual 
audit,  the  proposed  FY  04-05  budget  deficit  of  $416,000  and  mandatory  furloughs  for  Foundation 
employees,  the  City  allocation  for  FY  04-05  and  notation  about  possible  impacts  to  it  in  the 
future,  excellent  attendance  since  the  start  of  the  Geisha  exhibition,  favorable  store  sales  for  the 
previous  three  weeks,  and  the  FY  03-04  bond  covenant  calculation  and  upcoming  debt  services 
payment  due. 

5.  Asian  Art  Museum  Foundation  Report 

Annual  Fund  Development  Report.  Development  Committee  Chair  Dan  Banks  distributed 
informational  materials,  which  included  the  annual  fund  report  of  contributions  and  written 
pledges  dated  July  31,  2004,  reflecting  approximately  $1.6  million  or  21%  towards  a  $7.8  million 
goal.  He  also  distributed  information  on  Corporate  Partners,  the  Development  help  list,  and  a 
Planned  Giving  questionnaire  analysis. 
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Capital  Campaign  Progress  Report.  As  a  follow-up  to  the  June  28n  full  board  meeting  where  the 
Foundation  approved  a  $30  million  capital  campaign  over  the  next  three  years  to  stabilize  the 
institution  and  increase  investment  funds,  J  gave  a  presentation  explaining  the  structure  of  the 
campaign. 

Investment  Committee  Report.  Foundation  Investment  Committee  Chair  Brayton  Wilbur,  Jr. 
acknowledged,  with  appreciation,  his  fellow  committee  members.  Mr.  Wilbur  introduced  Zack 
Hulsey,  David  Lyon,  and  Daniela  Pedley  of  JP  Morgan,  who  serve  as  the  manager  of  managers 
and  custodian  for  the  Museum's  long-term  investment  funds,  and  after  brief  comments  from  Mr. 
Husley,  Mr.  Lyon  distributed  a  comprehensive  presentation  packet  and  began  his  presentation 
with  an  overview  of  the  overall  asset  allocation  and  then  further  discussed  overall  performance  of 
the  assets  at  the  asset  class  level  and  evaluation  of  performance  versus  the  policy  benchmark.  Mr. 
Lyon  encouraged  questions  and  comments  throughout  his  presentation. 

6.         Consideration  and  Possible  Action  Items 

a.  Discussion  and  Possible  Action  to  Amend  Article  V  (Section  1)  of  the  Asian  Art 
Commission  Bylaws  to  Extend  the  Current  Two  Year  Terms  of  the  Chair,  Vice 
Chair,  Treasurer  and  Secretary  for  One  Additional  Year  Until  2006  While 
Retaining  Two  Year  Terms  for  Officers  Elected  in  2006  and  Thereafter  [Tabled] 

b.  Approval  and  Endorsement  of  Asian  Art  Museum  Foundation's  Proposal  to 
Embark  on  a  Phase  II  Capital  Campaign 

WHEREAS,  In  April  1995,  the  Asian  Art  Museum  Foundation,  with  the  endorsement  of  the  Asian 
Art  Commission,  established  the  campaign  for  the  New  Asian;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  March  2003,  the  Asian  Art  Museum  opened  its  new,  expanded  facility  at  Civic 
Center  Plaza  having  succeeded  the  approved  campaign  goal  of  $160.5  million  and  by  June  2004 
reported  $169.2  million  raised  to  date;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  board  and  staff  of  the  museum  have  identified  three  key  priorities  to  focus  on  over 
the  next  three  years  to  achieve  core  institutional  objectives:  (i)  financial  stability,  including  balanced 
budgets,  (ii)  raising  funds  to  increase  investments,  and  (iii)  continued  planning  for  long  term  success; 
and 

WHEREAS,  At  its  June  28,  2004  meeting,  the  Asian  Art  Museum  Foundation  agreed  to  embark  on 
a  Phase  II  campaign  to  raise  $30  million  over  the  next  three  years  to  stabilize  the  institution  and 
increase  investment  funds,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Asian  Art  Commission;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Asian  Art  Commission  hereby  approves  and  endorses  the  Foundation's 
proposal  to  embark  on  a  Phase  II  capital  campaign  to  raise  $30  million  over  the  next  three  years. 
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c.         Resolution  Authorizing  the  Director  of  the  Asian  Art  Museum,  in  Consultation  with 
the  City  Attorney's  Office,  to  Negotiate,  Finalize  and  Execute  an  Agreement 
Transferring  Jurisdiction  over  the  DuMond  Paintings  to  the  San  Francisco  Arts 
Commission  Consistent  with  the  Terms  and  Conditions  of  the  August  30,  2004  Draft 
Transfer  Agreement  and  Further  Authorizing  the  Director  of  the  Asian  Art 
Museum,  in  Consultation  with  the  City  Attorney's  Office,  to  make  any  Non-material 
Changes,  Corrections  or  Additions  to  the  Transfer  Agreement  and  to  make  any 
Arrangements  Necessary  to  Facilitate  the  Transfer  of  Jurisdiction  over  the  DuMond 
Paintings  to  the  Arts  Commission 

WHEREAS,  In  1913,  Frank  Vincent  DuMond  painted  two  murals  for  the  Panama  Pacific 
International  Exposition  of  1915  (the  "DuMond  Paintings"  or  "Paintings").  The  Paintings  have 
been  on  display  at  the  Old  Main  Library  since  1915.  The  first  mural  is  approximately  forty-seven 
feet  wide  and  twelve-feet  high  and  is  entitled  "Arrival  in  the  West."  The  second  mural  is  of 
similar  style  and  theme,  approximately  twenty-three  feet  wide  and  twelve  feet  high,  and  is 
entitled  "Leaving  the  East";  and 

WHEREAS,  On  November  8,  1994  the  people  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
approved  Proposition  "B"  -  Old  Main  Library  Improvement/Asian  Art  Museum  Relocation 
Bonds,  1994;  and 

WHEREAS.  On  July  1,  1996  under  Resolution  No.  574-96,  in  order  to  facilitate  the 
establishment  of  what  is  now  the  new  Asian  Art  Museum  facility  in  Civic  Center,  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  transferred  jurisdiction  over  the  Old  Main  Library  property  to  the  Asian  Art 
Commission,  including  jurisdiction  over  the  DuMond  Paintings  remaining  on  the  property;  and 

WHEREAS,  During  the  construction  and  renovation  of  the  new  Asian  Art  museum  facility  at 
the  Old  Main  Library  site,  the  Asian  Art  Commission  funded  the  transfer  of  the  DuMond 
Paintings  to  off-site  fine  arts  storage; 

WHEREAS,  On  April  21,  2003,  the  Asian  Art  Commission  authorized  Emily  Sano,  the  Director 
of  the  Asian  Art  Museum,  "to  evaluate  and  determine  whether  it  is  in  the  Museum's  and  public's 
best  interest  to  retain,  transfer  or  auction  the  DuMond  Paintings  (with  use  of  net  sale  proceeds  for 
future  acquisitions  to  be  exhibited  in  the  Museum)  and  to  arrange  and  finalize  such  disposition 
with  the  appropriate  entities  or  institutions";  and 

WHEREAS,  The  parties  agree  that  the  DuMond  Paintings,  as  a  depiction  of  part  of  the  history 
of  California,  are  more  appropriate  to  the  Civic  Art  Collection  of  the  Arts  Commission  than  to  the 
Asian  Art  Museum;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  permanent  off-site  storage  of  the  DuMond  Paintings  is  costly  and  is  depleting 
scarce  City  resources  without  any  clear  public  benefit;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Asian  Art  Museum  has  made  diligent  efforts  to  relocate  these  paintings  to 
another  government  agency  or  non-profit  institution; 

WHEREAS,  The  Fine  Arts  Museums,  the  San  Francisco  Public  Library.  San  Francisco  Airport. 
Oakland  Museum,  California  Arts  Council  and  the  San  Francisco  Museum  &  Historical  Society- 
have  all  indicated  that  they  lack  the  resources  available  to  store,  maintain  or  display  the  DuMond 
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Paintings.  Similarly,  representatives  at  the  California  State  Building  on  Golden  Gate  Avenue  and 
the  Ferry  Building  near  the  Port  were  also  unable  to  commit  to  the  permanent  storage, 
maintenance  or  display  of  the  DuMond  Paintings;  and 

WHEREAS.  The  Asian  Art  Museum  Director  has  consulted  with  the  Director  of  Cultural 
Affairs  of  the  Arts  Commission  regarding  potential  alternative  storage  and  exhibition  sites  for  the 
DuMond  Paintings;  and 

WHEREAS.  The  Arts  Commission  has  expressed  a  strong  interest  in  obtaining  jurisdiction  over 
the  DuMond  Paintings  and  has  secured  approval  from  the  San  Francisco  Public  Library  staff  and 
Department  of  Administrative  Services  to  store  the  DuMond  Paintings  without  charge  at  the 
City's  Brooks  Hall  facility  until  the  Arts  Commission  can  find  a  suitable  exhibition  site  for  the 
DuMond  Paintings; 

WHEREAS.  The  Arts  Commission  has  expressed  a  commitment  to  finding  a  permanent  public 
exhibition  site  for  the  DuMond  Paintings  and  has  consulted  with  the  Recreation  and  Park 
Department  about  the  possibility  of  permanently  displaying  the  DuMond  Paintings  at  the  Palace 
of  Fine  Arts; 

WHEREAS.  In  light  of  the  significant  aesthetic,  cultural  and  historical  value  of  the  DuMond 
Paintings,  the  Asian  Art  Commission  and  Arts  Commission  have  decided  that  the  transfer  of 
jurisdiction  over  the  DuMond  Paintings  from  the  Asian  Art  Museum  to  the  Arts  Commission  will 
serve  the  best  interests  of  the  Museum,  Arts  Commission  and  the  public. 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Arts  Commission  has  confirmed  its  strong  interest  in  ensuring 
that  the  Paintings  remain  the  property  of  the  City  and  in  accepting  jurisdiction  over  both  DuMond 
Paintings,  effective  August  10,  2004,  including  full  responsibility  for  all  costs  associated  with  the 
care,  conservation,  storage,  maintenance  and  display  of  such  works  as  of  that  date;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Asian  Art  Museum,  in  coordination  with  Arts  Commission  staff  members, 
transferred  the  DuMond  Paintings  from  off-site  storage  on  August  10,  2004  to  Brooks  Hall;  now, 
therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Asian  Art  Commission  hereby  authorizes  the  Director  of  the  Museum,  in 
consultation  with  the  City  Attorney's  Office,  to  negotiate,  finalize  and  execute  an  agreement 
transferring  jurisdiction  over  the  DuMond  Paintings  to  the  San  Francisco  Arts  Commission 
consistent  with  the  terms  and  conditions  of  the  August  30,  2004  draft  Transfer  Agreement  and 
further  authorizes  the  Director  of  the  Asian  Art  Museum,  in  consultation  with  the  City  Attorney's 
Office,  to  make  any  non-material  changes,  corrections  or  additions  to  the  Transfer  Agreement  and 
to  make  any  arrangements  or  take  any  steps  necessary  to  facilitate  the  transfer  of  jurisdiction  over 
the  DuMond  Paintings  to  the  Arts  Commission. 

d.         Transfer  of  Funds  in  the  Admission  Fund  FY  2004-2005 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Asian  Art  Commission  does  hereby  authorize  the  Controller  of  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco  to  transfer  monthly  excess  revenue  over  monthly  admission 
operating  expenses  in  the  Admission  Fund  (2S  CRF  RPD)  Index  Code  620008  to  Project 
PAA002.  Index  Code  620008  on  a  monthly  basis  during  fiscal  year  2004-2005;  and,  be  it 
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FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  funds  in  Project  PAA002  are  to  be  used  to  reimburse  the 
Asian  Art  Museum  Foundation  for  expenses  incurred  on  behalf  of  the  Museum.

h.  Approval  of  Loan  No.:  OL2004.1  -  China  Institute  in  America 

WHEREAS,  The  China  Institute  in  America  (CIA)  is  requesting  the  loan  of  38  Kosometsuke 
ceramic  pieces  for  Chinese  Porcelain  Produced  for  Japan  1620-1645  which  will  be  displayed  at 
the  China  Institute  beginning  Spring  2006  and  will  possibly  travel  to  additional  venues  {see 
attached  list  of  objects);  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Curator  in  charge,  the  Conservator  and  Registrar  have  determined  that  the 
objects  can  safely  travel  if  the  following  terms  and  conditions  are  met: 

1 .  All  objects  must  be  maintained  at  an  RH  of  50-60%  and  a  temperature  of  65-75°  at  all 
times  during  storage  and  installation. 

2.  The  objects  need  to  be  displayed  under  plexiglas,  with  security  screws  and  adequately 
restrained  to  safeguard  against  damage. 
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3.  There  must  be  security  present  during  unpacking  and  installation  and  deinstallation  and 
repacking.  Galleries  should  be  regularly  monitored  against  theft. 

4.  There  will  be  a  flat  fee  of  $2500.00  for  the  loan  per  venue. 

5.  A  representative  of  the  Asian  Art  Museum  will  courier  the  objects(s)  while  in  transit  and 
be  present  during  unpacking,  condition  checking  and  repacking. 

6.  The  CIA  will  provide  a  Certificate  of  Insurance  naming  the  AAMSF  as  additional 
insured. 

7.  The  CIA  will  be  responsible  for  all  costs  associated  with  the  loan  including  crating, 
packing,  transportation  and  courier  expenses  including  airfare  (business  class  when 
traveling  with  the  art),  at  least  four  nights  accommodations  and  a  daily  per  diem  of 
$75.00. 

8.  The  objects  must  be  shipped  to  and  from  the  borrowing  institution(s)  by  air.  The  Asian 
Art  Museum  will  approve  all  packing  and  transportation  arrangements. 

9.  The  objects  shall  be  exhibited  with  labels  identifying  the  AAM  as  the  lender  and  with 
appropriate  credit  lines  as  supplied  by  the  AAM. 

WHEREAS,  The  Director  and  Chief  Curator  recommend  the  loan  of  these  objects;  now 
therefore,  be  it

Doris  Lee  called  on  Glenn  Vinson  who  reviewed  activities  involved  in  the  bond  restructuring 
opportunity,  including  the  Foundation's  approval  in  November  to  proceed  with  the  bond  restructuring 
and  authorization  for  the  Foundation  Executive  Committee,  subject  to  consultation  with  the  Finance 
and  Investment  Committees,  to  approve  the  bond  documents  if  appropriate.

After  further 
discussions  regarding  an  increase  in  net  present  value  savings  from  approximately  $5  million  to 
approximately  $9.5  million  and  relief  of  the  most  difficult  covenants,  Glenn  called  upon  Robyn 
Helmlinger  of  Sidley,  Austin,  Brown  and  Wood,  the  Museum's  legal  counsel  for  the  transaction,  and 
Ms.  Helmlinger  stated  her  agreement  with  Mr.  Vinson's  summary.  Following  an  active  discussion 
regarding  the  transaction,  the  Commission  Executive  Committee  approved  the  resolution  below.

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  4:10  p.m.  by  Chair  Doris  Shoong  Lee,  a  quorum  being 
present. 


2.        Approval  of  Minutes 


Minutes  from  the  June  29,  2005  Executive  Committee  Meeting  were  approved  as  written. 


3.        Chair's  Report 

Doris  Lee  called  on  Nick  Keating  and  Bob  Duffy  for  a  search  committee  progress  report. 
Mr.  Keating  led  a  lengthy  discussion  on  the  key  elements  in  leadership  positions  at  the  Asian 
Art  Museum,  and  Mr.  Duffy  discussed  the  chair  selection  committee's  proposed  nominating 
process  and  timeline. 


4.        Director's  Report 


Emily  Sano  commented  on  recent  staffing  changes  in  the  museum's  finance  office,  discussing 
recruitment  plans  for  the  Chief  Operating  Officer  and  Controller  positions.  Emily  introduced 
Audrey  Agustin-Kirk,  Interim  Controller,  and  noted  Accounting  Manager  Terence  Chow  would 
be  in  charge  of  working  with  the  auditors  on  the  annual  audit  scheduled  to  begin  on-site  on 
September  6th.  Commenting  on  the  search  for  Director  of  Security,  Emily  noted  an  explanation 
from  the  city  budget  office  was  required  to  understand  a  possible  decrease  in  funding  from  what 
the  Museum  had  been  advised  would  be  appropriated.  Deputy  City  Attorney  Adine  Varah 
offered  assistance  in  making  a  supplemental  appropriation  request;  however,  it  was  agreed  that 
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Emily  Sano  and  Nick  Keating  would  meet  with  the  budget  office  beforehand  for  clarification. 
Noting  the  difficulty  museum  departments  and  auxiliary  groups  have  in  securing  offsite  lecture 
hall  venues,  Emily  reported  utilizing  Samsung  Hall  for  those  purposes  would  require  blackout 
curtains  estimated  at  approximately  $100,000.  Emily  noted  Foundation  Union  negotiations  had 
concluded  successfully  and  thanked  Human  Resources  Director  Valerie  Pechenik  for  her  work. 
Emily  talked  about  upcoming  travel  to  Japan  in  early  October,  and,  in  closing,  she  thanked  those 
who  plan  to  attend  the  Asian  Business  League  dinner  on  September  10th.
